To  the  Thingoe  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Twenty- 
third  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
Thingoe  Rural  District  for  the  year  1900. 

The  population  of  the  Thingoe  Rural  District  in  1891,  Population, 
when  the  last  Census  was  taken,  was  15,743.  I  have  again 
retained  this  number  as  the  basis  on  which  to  frame  the 
following  statistics,  as  for  this  purpose  I  believe  it  may  be 
assumed  to  be  sufficiently  correct.  When,  however,  the 
next  Census  is  taken  it  will  probably  be  found  that  this 
number  has  beeu  somewhat  reduced. 

In  the  Thingoe  District  during  the  year  1900  there  were  Births. 

356  births,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  22.61  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

In  1899  there  were  360  births,  giving  a  birth-rate  22.86 
per  1,000. 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1900  the  birth-rate  was  2  Q 
per  1,000. 

In  the  Thingoe  District,  during  the  year  1900,  there  were  Deaths. 

219  deaths,  of  which  34  were  under  one  year  of  age,  86 
between  one  and  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  99  above  sixty- 
five  years  of  age. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  13.91  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

In  the  year  1899  there  were  189  deaths,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  12.00  per  1,000. 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1900  the  death-rate  was  /<T  3 
per  1,000. 

In  the  Thingoe  District,  during  the  year  1900,  there  Births3  over 
were  137  more  births  than  there  were  deaths.  Deaths.

In  the  Thingoe  District  during  the  year  1900  there 
were  only  three  deaths  referred  to  the  principal  Zymotic 
Diseases,  viz.,  one  due  to  Whooping  Cough  and  two  to 
Diphtheria. 

This  is  equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  death-date  of  0.19  per 

1,000.

Sixteen  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  last  case  of 
Small  Pox  occurred  in  the  Thingoe  District.  If  we  look 
back  to  the  beginning  of  the  past  century  when  this  loath¬ 
some  disease  was  one  of  the  greatest  scourges  of  mankind, 
we  cannot  but  feel  thankful  that  we  are  now  so  mercifully 
spared  the  ravages  of  this  disease,  a  mercy  which  few  of  us 
can  now  properly  appreciate,  thanks  to  Jenner,  the  dis¬ 
coverer  of  vaccination. 


Scarlet  Fever  has  been  somewhat  prevalent  during  the 
past  year,  cases  having  appeared  at  intervals  in  different 
parts  of  the  District,  but  with  one  or  two  exceptions  the 
disease  did  not  spread  to  any  serious  extent. 

In  March  several  families  were  attacked  at  Chevington, 
and  during  October  and  November  three  or  four  families 
were  similarly  attacked  at  Hawstead.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  a  more  serious  outbreak  occurred  at  Bard  well, 
which  was  greatly  due  to  the  parents  thinking  their  children 
were  suffering  from  Measles,  and  in  consequence  not 
consulting  any  medical  man. 

The  steps  taken  to  combat  the  spread  of  the  disease  are 
those  which  have  obtained  for  some  years  past,  viz., 
the  distribution  of  printed  instructions  as  to  the  steps 
that  should  be  taken  in  the  event  of  Scerrlet  Fever 
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breaking  out  in  a  family ;  isolation  where  practicable  ;  the 
free  distribution  of  disinfectants  ;  the  subsequent  dis¬ 
infection  of  infected  houses  ;  and  the  closing  of  schools 
when  considered  necessary.  Although  these  measures  have 
generally  proved  effectual  when  the  first  cases  in  a  parish 
have  been  recognised,  still  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
want  has  been  felt  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  to  which 
infectious  cases  could  be  removed. 

In  August  some  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Culford,  Diphtheria, 
the  disease  being  attributed  to  the  water,  which  on  being 
analysed  was  found  to  contain  impurities  of  a  suspicious 
nature. 

In  November  a  child  came  on  a  visit  tcf  Pakenham,  and 
on  her  arrival  she  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 

Another  child  living  in  the  same  house  contracted  the 
disease  from  her,  and  I  regret  to  say  that  both  cases  proved 
fatal. 

The  District  has  been  free  from  Typhoid  Fever  during  the  Typhoid  or 
past  year,  no  case  of  this  nature  having  been  reported.  Fever*C 

Outbreaks  of  Measles  have  occurred  in  several  parishes  Measles, 
during  the  past  year  necessitating  in  some  instances  the 
closing  of  the  schools. 

Whooping  Cough  has  been  prevalent  in  some  parishes,  Whooping 
especially  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  but  only  one  Cough- 
fatal  case  lias  been  recorded. 

The  District  has  again  been  remarkably  free  from  Diarrhoea. 
Diarrhoea,  no  death  having  been  registered  under  this 
heading  as  a  primary  cause  of  death. 

The  year  1900  opened  with  rather  a  severe  epidemic  of  Influenza. 
Influenza,  and  as  a  result  no  less  than  fourteen  deaths  were 
attributed  to  this  disease,  nearly  all  of  which  occurred 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

A  table  will  be  found  attached  to  this  report,  showing  Infectious 
the  nature  of  all  the  infectious  diseases  which  have  been  lffseases 
notified  during  the  year,  and  the  parishes  in  which  they  ^c°  1  ca  10n' 
have  occurred. 

In  December,  the  question  having  been  raised  as  to 
whether  Measles  should  be  included  in  the  list  of  diseases 
scheduled  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act, 
a  Member  of  the  Council  gave  notice  that  at  an  early  date 
in  the  new  year  he  would  move  that  the  compulsory 
notification  of  Measles  should  be  adopted.  I  believe  that 
the  notification  of  Measles  will  have  but  little  effect  in 
reducing  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  but  it  will

probably  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  preventing  the  spread 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  owing  to  this  disease  being  occasionally 
mistaken  for  Measles,  as  has  recently  been  the  case  at 
Bardwell. 

The  death-rate  in  1900,  although  low,  shows  a  slight 
increase  on  those  of  the  last  few  years,  a  result  mainly  due 
to  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was,  however,  lower  than  it  has 
ever  been  before,  viz.,  0.19  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  births  has  been  steadily  declining  during 
the  past  few  years,  doubtless  tbe  result  of  the  migration  of 
young  people  from  rural  districts  to  large  towns. 

On  the  whole,  however,  I  think  the  general  health  of  the 
District  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

The  District  has  been  frequently  and  systematically 
inspected  by  Mr.  Deeks,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
myself,  and  as  a  result  264  Notices  to  abate  various 
nuisances  have  been  served.  For  particulars,  I  would  draw 
attention  to  the  Inspector’s  Deport,  which  is  appended 
hereto. 

There  was  again  during  the  summer  and  early  autumn 
months  considerable  scarcity  of  water  in  different  parts  of 
the  District,  but  owing  to  the  early  heavy  autumn  rains, 
the  springs  began  to  work  sooner  than  usual,  and  a  good 
supply  is  now  to  be  had. 

During  the  year  several  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  analysis.  Twenty-two  wells  and  four  ponds  supplying 
water  for  drinking  purposes  were  cleaned  out,  eighteen 
pumps  and  well-top-coverings  were  put  into  repair,  and 
three  new  wells  were  sunk,  viz.,  at  Chedburgh  1,  Flempton 
1,  and  Hargrave  1. 

During  the  year  twenty  new  closets  were  built,  twenty- 
five  closets  were  repaired,  and  thirty-six  cesspools  found 
to  be  full  were  ordered  to  be  cleaned  out. 

Twenty-four  new'  drains  were  made,  forty-one  drains 
■were  unblocked,  and  twenty  water-courses  wTere  cleaned  out. 

During  the  year  twenty-five  houses  which  were  in  a 
dilapidated  condition  were  repaired,  and  four  were  better 
ventilated.  One  house  was  closed,  it  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  Four  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
remedied,  and  seventeen  houses  and  one  school  were 
disinfected. 
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In  March  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
owner  of  three  houses  at  Horringer  for  not  having  complied 
with  a  notice  to  put  them  into  a  proper  state  of  repair.  The 
defendant  stated  in  Court  that  he  had  given  directions  for 
the  necessary  work  to  be  done,  and  the  Magistrates  there¬ 
fore  adjourned  the  case  for  a  month,  but  made  an  order 
for  the  defendant  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  day.  The  houses 
were  subsequently  repaired,  and  the  case  in  consequence 
was  not  proceeded  with. 

The  bake-houses  and  slaughter-houses  visited  during  the  Factories  and 
year  were  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition.  Trades. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  Robert  Burrell,  Esq.,  of  Westley  Meteorology. 
Hall,  for  the  following  Table,  showing  the  Rainfall  for  each 
month  during  the  year.  The  total  Rainfall  was  24.50 
inches,  which  amount  fell  on  180  days.
